There is absolutely no shadow of
excuse for the Populists refusing to
nssist in organizing the legislature.
Repablicans, Demoerats and Popu
lists all pledged thémselves to put-
ting the affairs of the slate on an
economical basis, How can this be
done if the legislature is not per-
mitted to meet?

Our Populist friends cluim that the
Republicans want to pass bills that
will incresse the state’s expenses.
How do they kuow that? The Re-
publicans are 1n the majority, they
have promised remedial legislation,
and when once the legisluture is or-
ganized they must lake all the blame
for any bad legislation. The Popu-
hsts will receive due credit for op-
posing any and all bad legislation;
but they can get nothing but blame
for their action in préventing all leg-
islation. It is a duty they, and
every other person elected to the
legislature, owe 1o the geople, to
take their seats, Then if blame
there must be, Jet it fall where it bel
longs.

The condition of affairs at Salem
is decidedly complex. The retusal
of the senate to recognize the house
bas put the last wrinkle in the com-
bination, and reminds one of the
story of the boy in Arkansas who
tried to describe the road a traveler
should follow.

lv. two opposition kindergartec
schools agreed to consolidate. There
had been much bitterness, much
quarreling, and consequently when

- the ladies made up there was as much
warmth, a3 much kissing as there
bad been scratching before. Every-
thing progressed finely until 1t came
to the election of officers, and then
the minority pct on their bonnets
and walked -out, effectnally blocking
the plan to unite the schools.

If the bill introduced in the Wash-
ington legislature to quarantine Ore-
goa sheep for a period of sixty days
before permitting them to be brought
mto the state, becomes a law, it will
work] a great hardship on] Eastern
Oregon. With their flocks kept out
of the Cascades by the national gov-
ernment, aud forbidden the pasturage
arcund Mt. Adams by the state of
Washington, the sheepmen will be
compelled to siaughter their flocks
and go out of business. The outlook
is indeed gloomy for them. Ot
course Oregon could retaliate by
passing quarantine laws against Wash-
ington sheep and hogs that would
hurt Washington's stock men, but
hurting them does pot help ns.

its provisions every male emigrant
over the age of 18 years muost be able
to read in some language. The
house -amended the senate bill mak-
ing the piovision applicable to fe-
males as well as malcs. The com
mittee of conference met, but could
not agree,

In the howse in the discussion of
the report of the committee Con-
gressman Barthold objected to the
amendment “because it would sepa-
rate husband and wife, parent and
child.,”” This shows how prone con
gress iz not to do anything that may
possibly interfere with congressional
votes. Mr. Barthold grows sudden-
ly tender towards the family rela-
tions, and draws a touching picture
of the husband bidding a tearful
adien to his wife and family at Castle
Garden, as he buys a ticket for the
West, and they go weeping back on
to the steamship to be returned to
the point from whence they came.
It never seemed to enter Mr. Bar-
thold’s mind that under such circum-
stances the immigrant would, being
human, probably prefer to return to
Europe with his family than to re-
main here without.

The educational qualification is a
very weak effort to restrict immigra-
tion, and only if it is made severe
will it bave any effect whatever.
Under the law as proposed by the
senate o person who can read may
send for his parents, family, brothers
and sisters, and everybody that may
be in nny manner dependent on hip.
It is, in fact, no resistance at all as
any family with one person m it
able to read can come here.

We have believed for a long time
that every person in the United
States, whether native born or for-
eign, would be better off if immigr:-
tion were practically stopped. We
have more people now than we have
work for. The objection is not to
the foreigner, generally, because he
is a foreigner, but because the labor
market is overcrowded, and his com-
ing simply mskes conditions worse,
We do not blame any foreigner for
coming here, for the reason that
wages are much higher bere than in
Europe, and he comes to better his
condition. Wages are higher here
than at home, but they are steadily
approaching the European level, and
will eventually reach it. The end of
the journey will be reached the more
quickly by permitting promiscuous
immigration.

If congress desires to dv anything
in the matter, it shoold either pass a
bill that would restrict immigration
in a degree, at least, or else let it
alone. When wages here reach the
European level, immigration will
cease of its own acecord, for then the
laborer will not spend his money to
get here, when he would be no better
off than where he was—at home,

GREATER THAN THE PEOPLE.

The stockmen of Wasco county
are exceedingly sore gver Mr. Jones'
action in refusing to assist in organ-
1zing the legislature. They are in-
terested in the election of a United
States senator, of course, but only as
a means to an’ end. They want a
joint memorial to congress asking the
openiog of the Cascade Forest Re-
serve to pasturage, apd they want it
with an exceeding great want. That
was one of the things that zaunsed
them to battle so manfully for Mr.
Jones' election. He ‘was one of
them, His interests seemei to he
their's; but they bave been sadly-
disappointed.

Mr. Jones will, no doubt, pursue
the course he has entered upon to the
end. There is no law to stop him;
no law to compel him to do those
things he was elected to do. He is
a law unto himself. We do not envy
bim, though, on s return fo his
home among his former friends and
neighbors.

By every rule of honor and hon-
esty, every representative who solicit-
ed the wvotes of the people is bound
to accept the office to which they
elected him.and as far as possible
carry out their wishes, Mr. Jones
was elected to the legislature, not
simply to go to Salem. By accept-
ing the nomination he prevented
some other man going to the legisla-
ture, and performing the duty he 1e-
fuses to perform. That is a matter
he can settle with his own conscience;
but it is safe to say that he will be
much older before he is agamm nom-
inated for an office in Oregon.

The suits of the United States
against Seufert and Taffe to condemn
a right of way for & boat railway, are
not being pushed very rapidly.

WAPINITSA, THE BAD INDIAN,

became a Frog, and What Be-

How He
: came of Bim.

The Warm Springs Indians have a

legend comcerning Wapiaites, which

translated means ““the frog that lived in|

8 hoie.” The etory was that maoy
years sgo there was a bad Indian who
found a hole out in the dry conntry east
of the Warm Springs, and in this hole
wae a spning of clear, cold water. One
hot day & oumber of the tribe were
canght out in this section, and by an ac-
cident had lost the supply of water they
bad brooght with them.
the bad Indian, was with them. In-
stead of ehowing his people where the
water was, he-told them of it and only
consented to show them the place npon
their promising each to give him a horse.
Driven by thirst, they acceded to his
demands and in o eshort time he led
them to the hole. It was mbout four
feet acroes, nearly roond, in fact a
natural well, the water rising to within
about four'feet of the top. The thirsty
Indians gathered round it, and 'soon
drew out water enough to satisfy their
thirst. When this was done, they jooked
in vain for Wapinitsa. He had van-
ished, but near the hole where but a few
moments before he had stogd was an im-
mense frog, that bopped loward them
with a dismal croak. Jt was the former
Wapinitea, whom the Great Spirit had
changed to s frog and sentenced him 1o
live forever in the hole, where he had
‘taken advantage of his people's neces-
gitieg, Lo obtain their borses. The In-
dians mounted thejr ponies and left the
gpot, nor will any of them go near it
even to this day.

Of coarse, whitemen pay no atteation
to these strange old Indian soper-
stitions, and a few years ago, when O.
L, Paquet and another man wandered
out [nto the same section, and came
across a natural well with the water ris-
ing to within four feet of the surface,
they did not stop to think of any old
Indian legends, but being thirsty began
to devise some means by which they
could get a drink. They had nothing
with them that they counld dip the water
with, bat water they were determined to
huve. Bo Paquet held his friend by the
lege, letting his head down into the
water. Atter his thirst was satisfied
Paqget pulled bim out, and he proceeded
tn perform the same kind offices for
Paquet. He hal ecarcely lowered him
into the well, when with a mounrnful
croak s tremendous frog hopped from
behind & big rock, and with a second
croak plunged hesd foremost into the
hole. He was so large that he wedged
Puguet between himself and ihe side of
the hole, forcing the former's head
noder the water. For a swoment there
wae a viclent stroggle, as the frog tried
to sqoeeze by, and ghen the man’s hold
gave way and Pagnet and the frog had
the hole to themselves. The man was
horrified, but the water rose to the top
of the hole, beiling violently and show-
ing & tremendons stroggle was going on
below. After what seemed an inter-
minable time, and when the survivor
bad given up ali hope, Paquets head
gadder.ly bobbed up and his friend
The frog had finally
forced itself by him with his assistance
and his #1ze can be imagined when it is
considered that his entering the water
bhad raised it four feet.

The Indians beiog told of the circum-
stance, say it was surely Wapinitea, who
even yet retains bis selfish disposition
and did not want the white mento get
his water.

This may sound like a large frog story
but 0. L. Paguet, who resides at Wap-
initia, is still slive and can vouch for the
trath of this tale. -

Impo rtant Bchool Meeting.

The school meeting tomorrow is a very
important one, and every taxpayer
ehould sttend it. We print elsewhere
the assignment of teachers showing the
namber or pupils in each room, the Jlow-
est being 39, and the highest 108. The
amount of assessable property in the
district at the assessors valuation is#$l,-
193,161. It is proposed tolevy a tax of 6
mills which wouold give $7,158. The dis-
trict receives from the county and state
$4000, about. It takes to rum the
schools, including theemployment of an-
other teacher, which is now sabsolutely
necessary, abont $11,000, so that = six
mill tax wounld just run the echools.
The district owes $7,000, and it 18 pro-
posed to provide for this by bonding the
distnet.

The directors have bad estimates made
as to the cost of pntting vp an eight
roomed brick, west of the present brick.
This would cost finlehed, $8000, and for-
nished, sbout $11,000. The proposition
will perhaps be sabmitied to bond ' the
district for an amount sufficient to cover
the indebtedness, and to put up an for-
nish the brick bnilding, The directors
will be at the brick echoolhonse shortly
after 1 o'clock tomorrow, to e:pln“m the
gituation. The meeting will be called to
order promptly at 2 o'clock.
